ON 01/03/2012 I MET WITH STEVE JACOBS At HIS APARTMENT AT 105 MARINE STREET . HE ADVISED THAT HE HAS 
LIVED THERE SINCE OCT 20*0 AND WHEN KB MOVED INTO THE APARTMENT HE DID NOT CHANGS THE LOCKS TO THE 
DOORS NOR DID HE INSTALL AN ALARM SYSTEM OR CAMERAS. HE HAS NOT HAD ANY ISSUES SINCE MOVING IN, UNTIL 
RECENTLY . 

PRIOR TO CHRISTMAS HE WENT TO HIS APARTMENT AND FOUND THE ENTRY DOOR TO HIS APARTMENT AJAR, HE ENTERED 
THE APARTMENT AND DID NOT FIND ANYTHING MISSING. HE CONTACTED HIS LAND LORD/ TOM HASAN AT PX# 904 80S 
6595 ABOUT THE ISSUE AND MR HAGAN TOLD HIM THAT THE APARTMENT ABOVE HIM HAD A WATER LEAK AND WORKERS 
WERE IN HIS APARTMENT ASSESSING THE DAMAGE- MR HAGAN APOLOGIZED TO THE COMPLAINANT ABOUT HIS WORKERS 
LEAVING HIS DOOR AJAR. 

ON DEC 27TH OR 28TH, MR JACOBS AGAIN FLEW INTO TOWN AND HE WENT TO HIS APARTMENT AND POUND HIS DOOR 
AJAR AGAIN. WHEN HE TELEPHONED MR RAGAN RE WAS TOLD THAT NO WORKERS WERE IN HIS APARTMENT AND HE, MR 
HAG AN, DID NOT KNOW WHY OR HOW THE DOOR WAS LEFT OPEN. MR JACOBS LOOKED AROUND HIS APARTMENT AND SINCE 
HE DIDN'T FIND ANYTHING MISSING OR OUT OF PLACE, HE LOCKED THE APARTMENT AND LEFT TOWN. 

TODAY HE FLEW INTO TOWN AND AT APPROXIMATELY 2030 HRS HE WENT TO HIS APARTMENT TO WORK ON SOME FILES 
AND DISCOVERED THAT THEY WERE MISSING. HE HAD STORED THE FIl.ES IN A PLASTIC CRATE IN A CABINET NEST TO 
HIS DESK WHICH IS NEAR THE ENTRY DOOR. WHEN HE DISCOVERED HIS FILES MISSING, HE WENT INTO HIS KITCHEN 
AND CHECKED HIS COFFEE MAKER FOR A COMPUTER HARD DRIVE HE HAD SECRETED THERE . THAT HARD DRIVE WAS ALSO 
MISSING BUT NOTHING ELSE IN THE APARTMENT APPEARED TO HAVE BEEN TAKEN, MOVED OR GONE THROUGH. 

MR JACOBS CONTACTED HIS FBI HANDLER, SAM MAYROSE, BY TELEPHONE {702 37S 704S) AND HE WAS TOLD TO 
CONTACT THE LOCAL POLICE DEPARTMENT. UPON MY ARRIVAL AND AFTER INTERVIEWING MR JACOBS, I EXAMINED THE 
DOOR THAT WAS LEFT AJAR. I COULD NOT FIND ANY EVIDENCE OF FORCED ENTRY TO THE APARTMENT EITHER AT THIS 
DOOR OR ANY OF THE OTHER DOORS OR WINDOWS. I TOOK £HOTOS OP THE DOOR MR JACOBS FOUND AJAR, IT WAS 
EVIDENT THAT THIS DOOR HAS BEEN REPAIRED SEVERAL TIMES IN THE PAST BUT THERE IS NO SIGNS OF FRESH 
DAMAGE, 


I CONTACTED AGENT MAYROSE VIA TELEPHONE AND ADVISED HIM THAT I WAS GOING TO SEIZE THE COFFEE MAKER FOR 
TOUCH DNA AND HE ADVISED THAT HE WILL HAVE THE JACKSONVILLE FBI OFFICE CONTACT OUR OFFICE TO TRANSFER
